whatever the Time* has to say concerning the 
greed nnd t h e purchasable character of Demo 
endic voters can he accepted as truth that it 
lias verified by its own experience» 
Rvlt the 
attempt to put the Republican party “ in the 
same boat ” is evidently wholly gratuitous, 
anil may l>e accounted for on the well eat ah 
lished principle that “ misery loves company 
As no Republican h a s complained, the Time» 
has no testimony with which to sustain this 
part of its accusation 
The Democratic party is now paying the 
penalty of its long reliance u|>on the criminal, 
vicious and ignorant classes. 
I hese men 
have no stake in political results, while they 
have learned that the men for whom they are 
asked to vote make a “ big tiling” in politics. 
They have apparently combined to force a 
part of their profits out of them. 
As the ea­ 
gerness of the candidates increases the price 
goes up. 
These fellows hang around the 
polls all day if necessary, waiting for the 
men of their own party to come along nnd 
buy them. 
If a satisfactory offer is not made, 
there is danger that they will go over to the 
Republican party ami cast a vote of disgust. 
This is the state of the case as confessed vir­ 
tually by many of our Democratic con tempo- 
caries, the Time* included. 
Now these same papers are full of proposi­ 
tions for more stringent laws against bribery. 
They insist especially that the bribe-taker 
must be disfranchised as well as the bribe­ 
giver. 
Why are not our present laws en­ 
forced for what they are worth? 
They are 
very severe on the britie giver, and there 
need be no more difficulty about convicting 
one of these than the man who accepts the 
bribe. 
It is nonsense to talk about more 
legislation as long as there is nooody to en 
force the law. Democratic leaders complain, 
but these dare not proceed, because they must 
begin the work in their own party, and.worse 
than this, because their own hands are reel­ 
ing with corruption. 
The singular fact appears in the Time»' ar­ 
ticle that Democratic virtue is not shocked 
because men want to be paid for tin ir votes, 
but I>ecause the price is getting too high. 
One statement is quoted which may be sup­ 
posed to havo the force nnd authority of a ju 
dicial opinion, that “ their demands grow 
higher and higher; men that three or four 
years ago, it is said, thought one dollar sutli 
cient for their vote, now coolly ask $2.1.”

men deserve to lie disfranchised for raisin 
the price of their vote from $1 to $25, what 
punishment is too severe for those who re 
fuse to be bought at any price that the buyers 
are able to pay 
These complaints are significant only as 
showing that the Democratic party has be­ 
come so odious ihat its own men, the very 
lowest, most ignorant and most purchasable, 
have to be paid liig bribes to vote for it. 
It 
is a sign of growing political virtue rather 
than the opposite. 
And before our Repub­ 
lican Legislature yields to the clamor of the 
leaders for new and more sweeping laws, let 
there first appear the Democratic prosecuting 
officer or Judge who dare place a Democratic 
bribe giver upon trial and convict and sen­ 
tence Liin to the full penalty of the law.

T H E TRIC KS OF CERTAIN BAKERS. 


A “ N ic e ” 
S tate o f A ffairs, P rov id ed 
th e 
F ollow in g S tatem en ts M ade are T ru e. 
“ ' There are tricks in all trades hut ours,’ 
is an old and familiar quotation, but when it 
comes to the trade, that 1 once was engaged 
in, the baking business ‘ takes the cake ’ for 
‘ wavr that are dark and tricks that are vain 
said a Rondout man this forenoon. 
“ You 
would be surprised at the deceit practiced in 
some bakeries. 
A competent baker can tell 
in a minute whether or not the ingredients 
used in the making of a cake arc pure. 
If a 
cuke is scented with something pleasing to 
the smell you can make tip your mind that 
that cake was thus scented to' kill the odor of 
rotteu eggs that were used in the making of 
it.” 
“ One time I worked in a large baking es­ 
tablishment in New York City where bar­ 
reled lime eggs were used ex clusively in 
making 
pastry. 
The 
bakers 
' had 
strict orders from the proprietor of this es­ 
tablishment to not waste an egg, even though 
it were rotten, and I tell you many sick lime 
eggs are found in a barrel. 
I have seen as 
many as six rotten eggs put into one large 
cake. 
The scent used killed the smell of 
olfal and only ex perts could delect the crimi­ 
nal trick after the cake was hiked. 
Tainted 
meat is also used by some conscienceless 
bakers in mince pies. ' T was discharged at 
one place because I refused to use meat for 
mince pies that I would not have been guilty 
of feeding to a dog.” 
“ Now, ail bakers are not alike. 
There are 
nten who buy the best in the manufacture of 
their bread and pastry, but somehow the 
inferior stulT 
finds it 
ready 
sale. 
The 
people should liecome educated, so as to tell 
the difference between a good and a bad cake. 
Let them beware of purchasing pastry that 
is scented, and soon the bakers will discover 
that their trick is ex posed, aud they will re­ 
sort lo purer stuff in the manufacture of 
their wares. 
A law should he passed in re­ 
gard to this matter, whereby pastry inspect­ 
ors shot.! 1 see to it that wholesome ingredients 
are used. 
A stop should also be put to bakers 
trending dough with their feet. 
I do not 1k>- 
lieve that bakers of this City resort to the prac­ 
tices I have mentioned, but it is done else­ 
where every day.”

The winter of 1876 was an “ open one.” It 
may be interesting to many people to know 
that the steamboat Norwich, of the Cornell 
Steamboat Compauy, made one or more trips 
between Rondout and New-York City each 
month of that year, something that has not 
Ijeeu done since by thut cr any other boat. 
The following data, heretofore unpub­ 
lished, is taken from a diary of Engineer 
Andrew Barrett, Sr., of Rondout. 
The 
events that follow happened in the winter of 
that year : 
On J anuary 1, the propeller Sammy Cor­ 
nell went from Rondout to Staatsburgh. 
J anuary 4, the steamboat Norwich went to 
Caldwell’s from here and helped the propel­ 
ler Coe F. Young with a tow. 
J anuary 6, Norwich left here and went to 
Hudson, returning the nex t day. 
Weather 
moderate, scarcely any iee in the Hudson. 
J anuary 10. Norwich departed from this 
por.t and went to New-York; returned on the 
, 
J auuary 12, a number of Delaware & Hud 
son Canal boats were loaded with coal at the 
“ Island Dock ” here. 
Weather cold.

J anuary iu, wentno ........ 
so until the 20th, when the iee in the Tludson 
River, which had become poor and thin, bc- 
gitn niOvihg. 
J anuary 21, Norwich started from I ott 
Ewen for New-York with steamboat Alida 
in tow. 
Was all day going from Port Ewen 
to the Esopus light bouse and on the 22d was 
nine hours in founding West Point. 
Afrived 
at New-York on 23d. 
Norwich returned to 
this port light reaching hereon the24th. 
J anuary ¿ 8, two iochc* Hf Sriotv fell. 
Weather warm and snow disappeared by 
nightfall. 
February 3, snow fell to depth of eight and 
one half inches, making the first sleighing of 
tlio seaisriri. 
February 15, Norwich left Konrlom and 
towed to New-York four ice barges. 
Ice in 
Hudson River heavy from Rondout Creek to 
Esopus Lighthouse. 
Returning Norwich ar­ 
rived Robe early ori mohdng of 17th, 
The 
“ Old Ice King ” broke ice all that day be­ 
tween the Rondout and Esopus light houses. 
February 22, Norwich went to New-York 
with tow of loaded ice barges and returned 
here two days later with five ice barges. The 
ice in the Hudson was heavy, and the “ Old 
Ice Kifig ” added fresh lustre to its former 
unequalled record for smashing iee. 
March 9 finds Hie Norwich on its wav to 
New-York with a low of iee barges. 
Re­ 
turned to Rondout on the 11th. 
Ice in River 
nearly gone. 
Again visited the Metropolis on the 13th 
and returned on the 15th. 
The River was 
comparatively free from ice. 
After these memorable trips the Norwich 
was given a well earned rest.

cluded the Court fined Freer $10, of course, 
a virtual triumph.”

that cake w as thus scented to kill the odor of 
rotten eggs Hint were used in the m aking of 
It.” 
" One lime I worked in a large baking es 
tablishm ent in New York City where liar 
reled lime eggs were used exclusively in 
m aking 
pastry. 
The 
bakers 
had 
strict orders from tho proprietor of this es 
tahlishiuent lo not waste an egg, even though 
it were rotten, and I tell you many sick lime 
eggs are found in a barrel 
I have seen as 
many as six rotten egg* put into one large 
cake. 
The scent used killed the smell of 
offal and only expert* could detect the crim! 
iud trick after the cake was Inked. 
Tainted 
meat Is also used by some cons'-ienceless 
bakers in mince pies. 
I w as discharged at 
one place liccnusc I refused to use meat for 
mince pies that I would not have liven guilty 
of feed log to a dog.” 
"Now , all bakers are not alike. 
There an­ 
num who liny the best in Hie manufacture of 
their bread and pastry, hut somehow the 
Inferior stuff 
linda a 
ready 
sale. 
The 
|M*op)c should lifetime educated, stv as to tell 
the difference between a gen si anda bod rake. 
I At them beware of purchasing pastry that 
is scented, and soon tile bakers will discover 
that their trick is exposed, aud they w ill re­ 
sort to purer stuff iii the niauufacturc of 
their wares. 
A law should lie passed in re­ 
gard to ibis m atter, whereby pastry inspect­ 
or* silo..! I see to it that wholesome ingredient ( 
are used. 
A stop should also lie put to bakers 
treading dough with their feet. 
I do not be­ 
lieve that linkers of this City resort to the prac­ 
tices I have mentioned, but it is done else­ 
where every day."

A “ N i c e ’’ 
S ta te o f A ffa irs, P r o v id e d 
th e 
F o llo w in g S ta te m e n ts M a d e a r e T r u e . 
“ ' There are tricks in all trades but ours,’ 
is an old nnd familiar quotation, but when it 
comes to the trade, that 1 once was engaged 
in, the baking business * takes the cake ’ for 
‘ wavr that are dark and tricks that are vain,’ 
said a liondout man this forenoon. 
“ You 
would l»e surprised at the deceit practiced in 
some bakeries. 
A competent baker can tell 
in a minute whether or not the ingredients 
used in the making of a cake arc pure. 
If n 
cake is scented with something pleasing to 
the smell you can make up your mind that 
that cake was thus scented to' kill the odor of 
rotteu eggs that were used in the making of 
it." 
“ One time I worked in a large baking es­ 
tablishment in New York City where bar 
reled lime eggs were used exclusively in 
making 
pastry. 
The 
bakers 
had 
strict orders from the proprietor of this es 
tablisbment to not waste an egg, even thougl 
it were rotten, and I tell you many sick lime 
eggs are found in a barrel. 
I have seen as 
many as six rotten eggs put into one large 
cake. 
The scent used killed the smell of 
olTal and only experts could detect the crim i­ 
nal trick after the cake was baked. 
Tainted 
meat is also used by some conscienceless 
bakers in mince pies. 
T was discharged at 
one place because I refused to use meat for 
mince pies that I would not have been guilty 
of feeding to a dog.” 
“ Now, all bakers are not alike. 
There are 
men who buy the best in the m anufacture of 
theii bread nnd pastry, but somehow the 
inferior stulT finds a 
ready 
sale. 
The 
people should liecomc educated, so as to tell 
the difference between a good and a bad cake. 
IiCt them beware of purchasing pastry that 
is sceuted, nnd soon the bakers will discover 
that their trick is exposed, and they will re­ 
sort to purer stuff in the manufacture of 
their wares. 
A law should be passed in re­ 
gard to this matter, whereby pastry inspect­ 
ors shot.I I see to it that wholesome ingredieuts 
arc used. 
A stop should also be put to bukers 
treading dough with their feet. 
I do not lic- 
licve that bakersof this City resort to the prac­ 
tices I have mentioned, but it is done else­ 
where every day.”
